When the crop is mature, but before harvesting, a selection of heads 
must be made from the standing plants, gathering those true to type, of vigorous production, free from disease, etc. The grain from these 
selected heads is sown for seed the next year—this selection of heads is made the second year and the same system continued during the 
third year. The grower does this work, but, in addition, the growing crop is inspected each season by the Department. At end of the third 
year, if all the regulations have been complied with and the Inspector’s report satisfactory, the seed is entitled to certificate as ‘‘ Registered 
seed of the Ist year.’’ However, the same system of selection must be continued or the seed drops out of Registration. Selected heads 
from the “‘ Registered seed of Ist year’’ will produce a crop recorded as ‘‘ Registered seed of the 2nd year,”” and so on. Each additional year 
on the Certificate means a longer pedigree—every breeder knows what that means.
